egrege have held any elective office in the Town of Wilming- 

in, but shall be a resident of the town during his term of office. 
He may be appointed for successive terms of office. Before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, the town manager shall be sworn 
te the faithful and impartial performance thereof by the town 
clerk or by the justice of the peace. He shall execute a bond in 
faver of the town for the faithful performance of his duties in such 
gum and with such surety as may be fixed or approved by’ the 
selectmen.”

HUNDREDS SEE FINE 
EXHIBIT OF EVENING 
SCHOOL, 


The exhibit of the work of the 
Wilmington Practical Arts Evening 
School, were admired by over 500 
people, last Thursday evening, at 
the Wilmington High School. 
These people also heard Dr. Frank- 
lin Hawkes, of the State Depart- 
ment of Education, in his address 
“Lighting the Flag”, at the time 
of the presentation of the diplo- 
mas to over 300 graduates. 

Dr. Hawkes brought the greet- 
ings of Commissioner John J. Des- 
mond Jr. to the Adult Civie Edu- 
cation teachers and pupils, and 
told the assembly that 72 cities 
and towns have ‘programs of this 
kind, with 8,739 students enrolled 
in 381 classes. The average cost 
for salaries is $15.00 to $20.00 per 
pupil, and that state reimburse- 
ment is $89,111.00 which is one half 
of the cost of the salaries. All 
teachers are certified after having 
taken the Adult Civic Education 
Workshop course, and having 
taught one year successfully. He 
finished his address with a tribute 


to the Americanization classes, in 
these programs.
